Railroad officials all over the coun­ 
try art- devoting considerable atten ­ 
tion to the use of telephones in the 
operation of trains to replace the tele- 
graph system . 
W hile there h;us been 
considerable discussion concerning tlx* 
advisability of substituting the tele­ 
phone for the telegraph in the dis­ 
patching of trains on the steam roads 
for the isist five or six years, prior to 
1907 this subject was principally taken 
up by parties interested in the tele­ 
phone business 
more than by expe­ 
rienced railroad men or train dispatch­ 
ers, and never resulted in anything 
because of a natural prejudice on the 
p art of railroad men grown, up in the 
use- of the teregraph system. 
The telegraph in use by all railroads 
and telegraph com panies enables tbe 
railroad, in ease 
of 
interruption to 
their wires, to borrow w ires and by 
detouring reach the principal iioiiit.s 
of their roads, while by means of the 
newly established telephone system, 
probably lim ited to one circuit, 
they 
would be nearly helpless in trouble 
of this 
character. 
Another 
point 
which has been raised in opposition 
to the 
prevailing 
signaling device, 
which 
was 
so 
objectionable on a 
heavy party line as a dispatching cir­ 
cuit would be, has recently been 
re­ 
moved by 
th e invention 
of several 
quick and reliable selector device»* 
During the past few years the scar­ 
city of com petent 
and 
t roust worthy 
operators has brought, the 
telephone 
into greater prom inence 
in railroad 
circles, and has done more to 
bring 
about tbe ultim ate supplanting of the 
telegraph than all other cause« com­ 
bined, according to railroad officials. 
It is also asserted th a t the scarcity 
of available operators has also been 
augm ented by the 
operation of the 
nine-hour work day, as prescribed by 
congress, and the railroads have expe­ 
rienced considerable difficulty in keep­ 
ing this branch of the service in safe 
and satisfactory condition.

Boy Badly Bitten By Dog 
i.i^bon. Aug. 21. 
A serious accident 
that may have fatal results occurred 
here yesterday afternoon when George 
Thompkins, aged 10. was bitten by a 
coach dog belonging to Harry Turner 
of Water street.
